The yellow journal is a modern in 
stitution originating with one Hearst 
who fell heir to an immense forturfe 
and used the money to purchase type 
and presses that he might freely ca­ 
ter to the bad passions of very bad 
people. 
He started three or four 
papers, and distributed them in the 
great cities of New York, Chicago 
and San Francisco.

The selfish object of the yellow 
journal is to create such an ex cite­

The Dixon Sun is g small bul faith- 
ful yellow journal imitator. It makes 
false and vicious attacks upon peo­ 
ple in very large black headlines, in 
true imitation of the yellow journal. 
It would use red ink if the red stuff 
were not so ex pensive. 
Wednesday the Sun made an at­ 
tack upon ex -County Treasurer John 
M. Sterling, heading 
its 
editorial 
thus: 
“ Money 
Illeg ally 
Filched— 
Large Sums Found to Have Been 
Taken by Treasufers Merriman and 
Sterling." 
This heading was in double col­ 
umn, occupying much of the 1st page 
of the Sun. 
Then followed a long editorial, giv­ 
ing page and data of bills passed by 
the board of supervisors in favor of

The reader reads 
until he becomes fatigued and then 
wonders what it is all about. 
At the close af the Sun’s editorial 
it is stated according to bills render­ 
ed that Mr. Sterling has taken ille­ 
gally 
certain 
amounts, 
including 
‘Misc. ex. $6 7.40," “ clerk and ex. 
¡1167.74,” etc., amounting in all dur­ 
ing his entire term of office to a tri­ 
fle over five hundred dollars. 
These miscellaneous ex penses that 
the Sun claims are illegal were paid 
by the Lee county board of super­ 
visors for the necessary equipment of 
the county treasurer’s office.
